course of evonts. For as Herr Hit- 
ler launches his wln-or-lose drive 
against the British Isles, he finds 
himself compelled to maintain a 
great alrforce In the eastern the- 
ater. 
The Fuehrer failed last summer 


to gain control of the air from a 


comparatively small British aerial 
navy and thus permit of his plan- 
nod Invasion. Now, with the Royal 
Air Force strong and taking tho 
initiative, ho needs every plane 
he can muster for his offensive 
against England. 


In other words1 tho Nazis are 


spread out a bit too thin. If tho 
Balkan show develops Into some- 
thing big, and Germany finds her- 
self at. war on two fronts, tho ten- 
sion will bo greatly eased on Eng- 
land, thereby vastly Increasing the 
Anglo-Allied chances of winning 
the war. 


Much depends on whether Yugo- 


slavia gives in to the Gorman de- 
mand that she join the axis. Any 
Yugoslavia's decision will, In turn, 
influence Turkey's stand. It Is said 
that efforts have been under way 
to strengthen tho Balkan pact so 
as to bring Yugoslavia and Tur- 
key Into the conflict with Greece 
and Britain.

Conceived By Young Roosevelt 
Establishment of a national vet- 
erans' organization—to represent 
the citizen soldiers of the United 
Slates who fought in the armed 
forces of the U. S. during the 
World 
War—was 
conceived by 
Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., and 20 
other members of the A. E. F. 
long before the conflict had end- 
ed.

comply with tha rules. 


Seldom does a House or Senate 


group convene to hear advocates 
or opponents or 
proposed 
bills 


when delay is not encountered be- 
cause of lack of a quorum. 


And hearings are 
not started 


without at least a majority of the 
committee present. Should discus- 
sions proceed with less than a ma- 
jority on hand, a point of order 
could be raised when the question 
came to a vote and the entire pro- 
ceedings Invalidated. 


The committees 
range In size 


from five to twenty-one members 
in the House of representatives 
and five to seventeen in the Sen- 
ate. 


In the upper legislative branch 


committees usually are assembled 
more quietly, since 
the Senate 


chamber does not have a public ad 
dress system. Members are sought 
by committee clerks in their prlv 


ate officers at the rear of the hall. 


At committee meeting time in 
the House, however, the appeal 
goes out through the floor micro- 
phone to reach members who may- 
be seated at their desks.
